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Alexis  S.  Troubetzkoy 

With  degrees  from  Sir  George  Williams  and  Bishop's 
Universities,  Alexis  Troubetzkoy  started  his  career  in  Education 
at  Stanstead  College  in  1959.  This  was  followed  by  a  productive 
six  years  at  Bishop's  College  School.  Returning  to  Europe  in 
1966,  he  took  up  the  position  of  Assistant  Headmaster  at  St. 
Stephen's  School  in  Rome,  after  which  he  came  back  to  Canada 
to  become  the  Registrar  at  Appleby  College;  in  1971  he  accepted 
the  position  of  Headmaster  at  Selwyn  House. 

During  his  ten  year  tenure,  Alexis  developed,  out  of  a  near 
vacuum,  an  athletics  programme  which  survives  to  this  day  as  a 
model  of  involvement  and  excellence;  he  engendered  a 
remarkable  school  spirit  and  helped  place  Selwyn  House  at  the 
forefront  of  Canadian  independent  schools. 

In  1981,  Alexis  was  called  back  to  Appleby  College  as 
Headmaster  only  to  leave  in  1987  to  take  up  the  headmastership 
of  The  Toronto  French  School,  where  he  remained  until  he 
retired  from  the  field  of  education  in  1992.  He  is  currently  the 
Executive  Director  and  CEO  of  the  Tolstoy  Foundation,  Inc.  in 
New  York.  This  is  an  international,  non-profit,  humanitarian 
organization. 

Alexis  and  his  wife  Helene,  who  is  the  Administrative 
Assistant  for  Mission  Air  (a  non-profit  organization  affiliated 
with  the  national  office  of  the  Canadian  Cancer  Society),  have 
two  children.  Anne  is  in  charge  of  the  Human  Resources 
Department  of  a  Russian- American  bank  in  Moscow,  and  Andre 
'88  is  a  student  at  Ryerson  in  Toronto. 

While  at  Selwyn  House,  Alexis  initiated  a  series  of 
Conferences.  The  first,  held  in  May  1975,  was  a  conference  of 
Canadian  writers.  Some  49  public  and  private  schools  from  the 
Montreal  area  and  beyond  participated  in  this  event. 

The  People  of  My  Country  -  Gens  de  Mon  Pays  was  the 
theme  of  a  second  conference  on  Canadian  Studies  hosted  by 
Selwyn  House  in  1976.  This  conference  was  organized  to 
publicize  the  bilingual  nature  of  our  country. 

In  1980,  1400  students  from  Quebec,  Ontario  and  Manitoba 
gathered  to  hear  distinguished  panels  of  experts  discuss  Our 
Place  in  Tomorrow's  World.  These  discussions  considered 
Canada's  place  in  international  affairs 

These  three  conferences  helped  establish  Selwyn  House  as  a 
leader  in  Canadian  Studies.

Dr.  Robert  Speirs  was  Headmaster  of  Selwyn 
House  School  from  1945-1971.  During  this  time 
the  School  moved  from  Redpath  Street  to  its 
present  location.  Also,  Grades  10  and  11  were 
added  so  that  a  boy  could  stay  at  the  School  for 
his  complete  elementary  and  secondary 
education.  Dr.  Speirs  was  a  wonderful  person 
who  touched  all  those  around  him.  He  impressed 
upon  the  boys  the  value  and  pleasure  of  warmth 
in  human  relations.  Dr.  Speirs  will  be 
remembered  as  one  of  the  great  Headmasters  of 
Selwyn  House.

Captain  Algernon  Lucas 

Captain  Lucas  was  bom  in  England  on  the  7th  of 
November,  1879.  He  graduated  from  Selwyn 
College,  Cambridge,  in  1903,  after  which  he 
came  to  Canada  and  taught  at  a  school  in 
Brockville. 

In  1908,  Captain  Lucas  started  Lucas  School  with 
seven  pupils  in  a  small  flat  on  Crescent  Street. 
Within  two  years  the  School  moved  into  a  house 
on  MacKay  Street. 

Captain  Lucas  transferred  ownership  of  the 
School  to  Mr.  Macaulay  in  1912,  in  order  to 
pursue  a  career  as  an  insurance  broker.  In  1914, 
Captain  Lucas  went  to  England  and  secured  a 
commission  in  the  Life  Guards.  He  was  wounded 
in  France  and,  whilst  convalescing  in  Ireland,  was 
killed  by  a  sniper's  bullet  in  1916. 


Mr.  Colin  Campbell  Macaulay 

Mr.  Macaulay  arrived  in  Montreal  in  September,  1911. 
He  was  an  old  friend  of  Captain  Lucas,  as  they  had 
obtained  their  degrees  from  Selwyn  College  at  the  same 
time.  Mr.  Macaulay  taught  at  Lower  Canada  College  for  a 
year  before  taking  over  the  Lucas  School  from  Captain 
Lucas.  It  was  the  common  Alma  Mater  of  the  first  two 
Headmasters  that  led  Mr.  Macaulay  to  change  the  School's 
name  to  Selwyn  House. 

Mr.  Macaulay  retired  in  1929.  He  returned  to  England 
where  he  died  in  1958  at  the  age  of  83. 

In  this  its  eighty-sixth  year,  the  School  has  grown  to  its 
present  size  of  525  pupils  and  now  occupies  two  buildings 
in  Westmount. 

In  honour  of  Captain  Lucas  and  Mr.  Macaulay,  and  in 
celebration  of  the  opening  of  the  new  building  in  1986, 
two  plaques  were  unveiled.  The  Macaulay  plaque,  donated 
by  the  Graduates  of  '86,  was  designated  for  the  new 
building,  and  the  Lucas  Plaque  identifies  the  main 
building.
